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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used, Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers’ investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

The value of Unfilled Orders and, therefore, of New Orders for 
industries in major groups - 1, 2, 6, 8, 9, 10, 17, 18 and 19 is small 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate estimates for 
them. 


The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned.

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TREND SUMMARY 


While the total of $5,660 million in manufacturers' shipments for January and 
February 1967 was 3.8 per cent higher than the comparable figure for 1966, estimates 
for each of the first two months of this year were slightly more than seasonally 
lower than the December values. The preliminary estimate of shipments showed a 
small drop in February to $2,826 million from $2,834 million in January. Seasonally 
adjusted, the series declined 0.4 per cent in each of the two months, 


At the same time, new orders dropped from $2,943 million in January to $2,783 
million in February and, seasonally adjusted, from $3,079 million to $3,036 million. 
This decline of 1.4 per cent in the seasonally adjusted data was markedly less than 
the 8.4 per cent decline in this series from December to January. The total value 
of unfilled orders, after growing more than $100 million from December to January, 
receded by the end of February to a level $44 million lower than in January. Season- 
ally adjusted, unfilled orders were 1.7 per cent lower at the end of February than 
in January which, in turn, had dropped 0.8 per cent from December, 


End-of-February total inventories held reached $7,000 million, compared with 
the estimate of $6,941 million in the previous month; increases in the stocks of 
goods in process and finished products in February were, partly offset by the decrease 
in raw materials, 


Most of the decline in manufacturers’ February shipments was in the durable 
goods industries where a considerable decrease was recorded in the transportation 
equipment industry group. In this group, the usually low February shipments in the 
motor vehicles and the motor vehicle parts industries were chiefly responsible. 

This influence on the trend in the durable goods industries was offset somewhat by a 
substantial increase, mainly seasonal, in shipments of the machinery industries. 
There was almost no change in shipments of non-durable goods manufacturers as a 
whole; a large decline in the food and beverage industries was greatly offset by 
increases in other industry groups, especially in the clothing industries where the 
level rose 17,2 per cent. 


Inventories held by durable goods manufacturers in February rose 1.9 per cent 
to $3,682 million from $3,614 million in January with increases shown in goods in 
process and finished products. Non-durable goods producers on the other hand 
reported a small decrease in the level of February stocks; this decrease was due 
mainly to the decline in raw materials, Manufacturers’ total owned inventories at 
the end of February were estimated at $6,624 million, 04. per cent higher than the 
estimate of $6,600 million in January. The tobacco industries recorded the largest 
increase in owned stocks, while the food and beverage industry group reported the 
most substantial decline, reflecting mainly the result of seasonal influence, Inven- 
tories owned by the electrical products industries at the end of February also showed 
large gains over the level of the previous month with the highest build-up centered 
in goods in process, 


In February, the ratio of manufacturers’ owned inventories to shipments was 
2.34 and that of finished products to shipments was 0.86 compared with ratios of 
2.33 and 0.84 in January 1967 and 2.20 and 0.77 in February 1966, 


The preliminary estimate of durable goods manufacturers!’ unfilled orders at 


the end of February stood at $3,310 million, down 0.9 per cent from $3,340 million 


in the preceding month, but up 15.2 per cent from $2,874 million in February 1966, 


TABLE 1.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments, The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders, 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers’ inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers’ investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records, Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

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TREND SUMMARY 


The values of manufacturers' shipments and new orders in March amounted to 
$3,180 million and $3,248 million respectively, 12.5 per cent and 16.6 per cent 
higher than the low levels of February but 2.0 per cent and 3.0 per cent lower than 
the estimates in March last year. The level of unfilled orders at the end of March 
was also up 1.8 per cent from the previous month and 11.2 per cent from March 1966 
to a preliminary estimate of $3,879 million. After adjustments for trading-day and 
seasonal variation, manufacturers' shipments were substantially down again from 
February to March, registering the fourth month of decline since December 1966. 
Manufacturers' new orders and unfilled orders, seasonally adjusted, also decreased 
for the third consecutive month in March. Total inventory held by manufacturing 
industries in March continued its steady and gradual rise to a preliminary estimate 
of $7,039 million. The increase of total inventory held, seasonally adjusted, was 
0.7 per cent with gains showing in all inventory components. 


Manufacturers' shipments in the first quarter of 1967 totalled $8,839 million, 
a small gain of 1.6 per cent over the same quarter of last year. At the preliminary 
estimate of $1,468 million, March shipments of durable goods industries were 16.2 
per cent seasonally higher than the estimate in February, but 3.2 per cent below the 
estimate in March 1966. Non-durable goods producers also reported a rise (9.6 per 
cent) from February to March and a drop of 0.9 per cent from March last year. All 
major industry groups reported advances, mostly seasonal, in March shipments, with 
relatively substantial increases shown in the transportation equipment industries 
(23.7 per cent) and the primary metal industries (20.9 per cent). March shipments 
in the leather industries and the clothing industries did not increase as much over 
the previous month as their seasonal patterns showed in the previous years; the 
values of shipments were below the corresponding estimates of last year by 15.9 per 
cent and 24.3 per cent respectively. On the other hand, the tobacco industries had 
an increase of 17.4 per cent over February and a 12.9 per cent increase over March 
1966. 


New orders received by durable goods industries during March were seasonally 
up by 25.4 per cent from the low level of February; an increase of 9.6 per cent was 
also shown by the non-durable goods industries. However, both the estimates of March 
new orders in durable and in non-durable goods industry categories were below the 
estimates of the corresponding month of 1966. Durable goods manufacturers' backlog 
of unfilled orders, estimated at $3,390 million at the end of March, was 2.4 per 
cent above the February level and 13.7 per cent higher than March of last year. 


The increase in the March manufacturers' total inventory held was contributed 
entirely by durable goods producers which reported an increase of 1.1 per cent from 
$3,683 million in February to $3,724 million in March with the largest build-up 
occurring in goods in process. A decline in the non-durable goods industries raw 
Materials caused a slight drop in the total value of stocks held by that group in 
March. Estimates of manufacturers' owned inventories at the end of March were 0.4 
per cent higher than the level at the end of February. Relatively significant 
increases in owned inventories were reported in the tobacco industries (6.2 per cent), 
the wood industries (3.1 per cent), the metal fabricating industries (2.8 per cent) 
and the machinery industries (2.7 per cent). Food and beverage industries and 
primary metal industries owned inventories showed the largest declines in March. 


Both the ratios of manufacturers' inventory owned to shipments and finished 
products to shipments declined to their seasonal low of 2.09 and 0.77 respectively 
in March from 2.34 and 0.86 in February.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record, 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers! inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufecturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders ag they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

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TREND SUMMARY 


Preliminary estimates of manufacturers' shipments and new orders in April were 
down 4.1 per cent and 8.2 per cent from March to $3,058 million and $3,003 million 
respectively. The seasonally adjusted estimate of April shipments, however, was up 
4.9 per cent from March following a four-month decline that started in December, 
1966, The value of new orders received during April, after seasonal adjustment, rose 
3.0 per cent from the previous month after showing decreases each month in the first 
quarter. Manufacturers' unfilled orders at the end of April receded 1.4 per cent 
from March, both seasonally adjusted and unadjusted. 


Manufacturing shipments for the first four months of 1967 totalled $11,906 
million, an increase of only 1.6 per cent over the comparable figure for last year. 
At the preliminary estimate of $1,390 million in April, shipments in durable goods 
industries dropped 5.1 per cent from March and 1.4 per cent from April, 1966, Non- 
durable goods manufacturers also reported a decrease in shipments from March to April 
of 3.2 per cent, Compared with the corresponding period in 1966, total January - 
April shipments of durable goods manufacturers were 0.2 per cent off while those of 
non-durable goods manufacturers rose 3.1 per cent. 


All major industry groups in the durable goods category except the machinery 
industry and the non-metallic minerals industries, showed lower shipments values in 
April than in March, mostly seasonal. The primary metal industries registered a 
significant decrease of $35 million to $240 million in April. This total was 8.8 
per cent below April, 1966. Within the non-durable goods industries, relatively 
large decreases were reported in the petroleum and coal products industries (-11.6 
per cent), the clothing industries (-10.7 per cent) and the leather industries (-9,.2 
per cent). The tobacco industries reported a rather substantial increase in shipments 
from March to April (+8.3 per cent), the preliminary estimate of $50 million in April 
was two-thirds higher than that of the same month last year and brought the four- 
month shipments total to 23.2 per cent above the level of 1966, 


New orders received by durable goods manufacturers in April estimated at $1,340 
million dropped 14.1 per cent from a seasonal high in March and were down 8.2 per 
cent from the April estimate in the previous year. Outstanding orders on the books 
of durable goods producers also fell from the estimate of $3,354 million in April. 

At this level, the durable goods manufacturers’ backlog of unfilled orders at the 
end of April was 10.7 per cent higher than that of April, 1966. 


Both total inventory owned and total inventory held by manufacturers at the end 
of April fell 0.5 per cent or 0.2 per cent, seasonally adjusted, from the level at 
the end of March, A large decrease in raw materials and a small decrease in goods in 
process in April were partly offset by an increase in finished products. The decline 
in manufacturers’ stocks from March to April was due mainly to a cutback in raw ma- 
terials of non-durable goods industries, Among the non-durable goods category, the 
tobacco industries and the paper and allied products industries showed the largest 
decline in owned inventories. Manufacturers in the durable goods industry group, on 
the other hand, reported a small increase of 0.5 per cent with more prominent rises 
showing in the primary metal industries, the electrical products industries and the 
non-metallic minerals industries. 


In April, manufacturers’ total owned stock was 2.16 times the value of ship- 
ments, while finished products inventory was estimated at 80 per cent of shipments 
for the month. Both ratios in April were up from 2.08 and 0.76 in March and from 
2.05. and.0,73 in, April of last year.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record, 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers’ inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers’ investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place, 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

The value of Unfilled Orders and, therefore, of New Orders for 
industries, in.major groups)-.1,. 2,6, 8, 9, 10, 17, 18 and 19. is small 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate estimates for 
them. 


The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned. 


Ratios for this group were calculated using values of Total Inventory 
Held instead of values of Total Inventory Owned. See footnote (2), 
table 3. 
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May shipments in the manufacturing industries were estimated at $3,224 million, 
up $158 million from the revised estimate of $3,066 million for April. New orders 
for May also increased to $3,161 million from $3,027 million, However, after al- 
lowances were made for trading day and seasonal variation, both manufacturers' ship- 
ments and new orders in May dropped back 3.4 per cent from the estimates in April. 
Unfilled orders at the end of May, valued at $3,792 million, were down 1.6 per cent 
from $3,854 million at the end of April. Seasonally adjusted, the level of unfilled 
orders in May receded 1.0 per cent. Manufacturers! end-of-May inventories owned and 
inventories held rose slightly to $6,645 million and $7,032 million respectively 
from the levels in April. Total inventory held in May, after seasonal adjustment, 
showed a rise of 0.4 per cent with increases occurring mostly in goods in process 
and finished products. 


Shipments of durable goods in the month of May were valued at 6,1 per cent 
higher than in April. More substantial gains in the transportation equipment in- 
idustries, the primary metal industries, metal fabricating industries and the non- 
metallic mineral products industries were partly offset by decreases in the elec- 
‘trical products industries and the machinery industries, The 4.3 per cent increase 
‘in non-durable goods producers! shipments from April to May was mainly in the food 
‘and beverage, the paper and allied products and the petroleum and coal products in- 
dustry groups. Shipments in the tobacco products industries declined rather sub- 
‘stantially in May from a record high in April. 


| Total manufacturing shipments for the January - May period reached $15,138 
million, a gain of 1.7 per cent over the comparable estimate of $14,882 million in 
1966. Shipments of durable goods industries as a whole for the first five months 
‘of 1967 were estimated at $6,888 million, almost unchanged from the corresponding 
‘period of last year; non-durable goods manufacturers' shipments increased 3,1 per 
cent to $8,250 million in the same period, Eight of the 19 published major industry 
‘groups showed declines in the cumulative shipments to May in 1967 with relatively 
more pronounced decreases in the clothing industries (-12.7 per cent), the non- 
metallic mineral products industries (-7.6 per cent), the leather industries (-7.5 
per cent), and the knitting mills (-6.3 per cent). Tobacco products industries, 

on the other hand, registered the highest relative increase in January - May ship- 
ments estimate in 1967 over 1966 (20.4 per cent).

| At the preliminary estimate of $1,425 million, new orders booked in durable 
‘goods industries during May were 4.4 per cent higher than in the previous month, 

but were still 6.4 per cent lower than in May of last year. Unfilled orders of 
durable goods manufacturers outstanding at the end of May dropped 1.8 per cent from 
tthe end of April as the new business generated in May, again, fell below the level 
of shipments. 


Owned inventories of durable goods continued to increase slightly in May (0.5 
per cent). Mixed moderate changes were reported in the major industry groups of 


fustries. Non-durable goods producers' owned stocks in May were fractionally lower 
than their level in the previous month with much of the decrease occurring in fin- 
ished products. The paper and allied products industries and the tobacco products 
limdustries accounted for most of the inventory decline with other major industry 
Zroups reporting little change in their inventory levels. 


| The manufacturers' owned inventories - shipments ratio decreased from 2,16 in 
April to 2.06 in May, and the ratio of finished products to shipments also dropped 
m 0.76 from 0.80.

CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments | 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 
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The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers’ investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place, 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

Prince Edward Island, Yukon and Northwest Territories are not 
published separately. They are included in the total for Canada. 


The value of Unfilled Orders and, therefore, of New Orders for 
industries ,in, major groups — 17.2, 6, 6) 9, 10; b7,; 18 and 19 is small 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate estimates for 
them. 


The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned. 


Ratios for this group were calculated using values of Total Inventory 
Held instead of values of Total Inventory Owned. See footnote (2), 
table 3.

TREND SUMMARY 


. An increase of $34 million in manufacturers' June shipments from the revised 
May estimate of $3,263 million was a shade less than usual for the period. After 

seasonal adjustment the June figure was 0.1 per cent lower than a month earlier. 

New orders booked in June rose by $88 million to a preliminary estimate of $3,285 

million or by 2.0 per cent on a seasonally adjusted basis. End-of-June unfilled 

_ orders dropped slightly from the previous month, but showed a small increase of 0.6 

per cent after seasonal adjustment. Roth Caer e total inventory held in June was 
off 0.6 per cent to $7,023 million with the substantial decline occurring in goods 

in process. Seasonally adjusted, manufacturing stocks showed a small build-up of 

f/e0.5 per cent in June. 


- Shipments for the first six months of 1967 were 1.8 per cent above the compa- 
rable estimate of last year, rising from $18,150 million to $18,475 million. Non- 

| durable goods shipments for the same period rose 3.4 per cent. The highest relative 

_ increase was reported by the tobacco manufacturers (22.5 per cent) and the greatest 
decrease in the clothing industries (-11.1 per cent). Within the durable good in- 

_dustries which in total were almost unchanged in the period, increases in the trans- 
_ portation equipment industries (5.0 per cent) and the machinery industries (6.6 per 

cent) were offset by decreases in the primary metal industries (-4.8 per cent), the 

metal fabricating industries (-4.5 per cent) and the non-metallic mineral products 

mee series (-8.3 per cent).

'- Returning to the June shipments, both durable and non-durable goods industry 

_ categories recorded one-month increases of 0.9 per cent and 1.2 per cent respectively. 

|The major contributor to the $34 million manufacturing shipments gain in June was 

the food and beverage industries which rose $23 million or 3.7 per cent. Other 

large relative increases, mainly seasonal, were reported in the tobacco industries 

(11.0 per cent), the knitting mills (6.7 per cent) and the wood industries (6.6 per 

cent). Primary metal industries reported the most prominent shipments decline (-4.6 

- cent) from $259 million to $247 million which was also 6.8 per cent below June 
mL906. 


New orders received by durable goods manufacturers in June rose 3.8 per cent 
from May to $1,484 million, but were lower than shipments for the third consecutive 
month. As a result, the backlog of unfilled orders receded again in June, continuing 
the gradual fall from the record high in March. At $3,275 million, however, unfilled 
orders for durable goods at the end of June were still 7.3 per cent higher than at 
the same time last year and 2.17 times shipments compared with 1.99 times shipments 
in June 1966. 


Inventories held by durable goods producers at the end of June dropped about 
$30 million or 0.8 per cent to $3,740 million from the level in May; a substantial 
decrease in goods in process more than offset the increase in finished products for 
‘the month. At $3,365 million, owned durable goods stocks in June were also 0.3 per 
cent lower than in May but 6.3 per cent higher than in June of last year. Both 
machinery industries and transportation equipment industries reported sizable de- 
clines in goods in process from May to June. On the other hand, there was a sig- 
nificant build-up in stocks in the primary metal industries mostly in raw materials. 


Manufacturers of non-durable goods also cut their stocks by 0.4 per cent from 
May to June, mainly in finished products. The level of owned stocks in June, how- 
ever, was 6.6 per cent higher than in June 1966. A relatively substantial drop of

3.0 per cent in June stocks, chiefly in raw materials, was shown in the tobacco 
industries. Other noticeable decreases reported by the clothing and the chemical 
and chemical products industry groups were largely offset by increases in the paper.

Both ratios of manufacturers’ owned inventories to shipments and finished 
products to shipments dropped to their seasonal lows of 2.02 and 0.75 respectively 
in June from the previous five months of the year. The average ratios in the 
January - June period, however, were above the average ratios for both the first 
six months of 1966 and for the year of 1966. Based on seasonally adjusted data 
these June ratios at 2.18 and 0.80 were, except for March, the highest since 
January 1967.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record, 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers! inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

The value of Unfilled Orders and, therefore, of New Orders for 
industries in major groups - l, 2, 6, 8, 9, 10, 17, 18 and 19 is small 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate estimates for 
them. 


The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned. 


Ratios for this group were calculated using values of Total Inventory 
Held instead of values of Total Inventory Owned. See footnote (2), 
table 3. 
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ESTIMATED VALUES OF SHIPMENTS, INVENTORY OWNED AND 
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TREND SUMMARY 


The preliminary estimates of manufacturers' shipments and new orders in July 
were less than seasonally down to $2,913 million and $2,972 million respectively from 
the revised estimates of $3,314 million and $3,319 million in June. After allowance 
for seasonal influence, July shipments showed a significant increase of 2.0 per cent 
over the previous month while new orders advanced sharply by 4.7 per cent. The 
backlog of unfilled orders at the end of July, seasonally adjusted, also rose 
substantially by 3.3 per cent to a record high of $3,877 million in the year. At 
the preliminary estimate of $7,058 million, total inventory held by manufacturers at 
the end of July, was slightly higher than at the end of June. Seasonally adjusted 
the estimate of inventories held in July was up 1.5 per cent with the largest 
accumulation occurring in goods in process. 


Total manufacturing shipments for the January - July period amounted to 
$21,405 million, a gain of 2.1 per cent over the same period of last year. Shipments 
of non-durable goods for the first seven months also rose 3.8 per cent while durable 
goods industries recorded very little change. 


All major manufacturing industry groups reported decreases in July shipments 
except the knitting mills, the clothing industries and the petroleum and coal 
products industries, reflecting chiefly the pattern of seasonal variation. Both 
durable and non-durable goods manufacturing groups showed seasonal declines of 
18.1 per cent and 7.0 per cent respectively. The most substantial decrease in July 
shipments was shown in the transportation equipment industries where a drop of 33.1 
per cent can be attributed almost entirely to the seasonally low shipments in the 
motor vehicle and the parts and accessories industry groups. Other relatively large 
decreases were shown in the machinery industries (-18.2 per cent), the textile 
industries (-16.3 per cent), the chemical and chemical products industries (-15./ 
per cent) and the electrical products industries (-14.9 per cent). 


New orders received by both durable and non-durable goods manufacturers in 
July were 13.3 per cent and 8.1 per cent lower than in the previous MOWCH DUEL! 2 
per cent and 6.8 per cent above the July estimates of last year. A sharp rise in 
the backlog of orders in the transportation equipment industries was mainly 
responsible for a 2.0 per cent increase in total unfilled orders in durable goods 
industries, and the higher backlog in durable goods industries accounted for the 
increase in the estimated backlog for all manufacturing. 


The level of total inventory owned by manufacturers at the end of July rose 
slightly by 0.1 per cent, and by 1.2 per cent after seasonal adjustment. Substantial 
increases in owned inventories in the paper and allied products industries (6.8 per 
cent) and in primary metal industries (2.9 per cent) were greatly offset by 
reductions in the inventory levels in other major industry groups, particularly in 
the machinery industries (-2.3 per cent), the transportation equipment (-1.5 per 
cent) and the tobacco industries (-2.1 per cent). 


Stocks held and owned by non-durable goods producers were up 0.6 per cent in 
July; a 1.7 per cent gain in raw materials outweighed small decreases in goods in 
process and finished products. Inventory holdings of durable goods industries in 
July were 0.2 per cent higher than in June. After deduction of stocks held but not 
owned in the month, owned inventories of durable goods showed a drop of 0.3 per cent. 


In July, both manufacturers' ratios of inventories owned to shipments and 
finished products to shipments increased seasonally to 2.28 and 0.85 respectively 
from 2.00 and 0.75 in June. On a seasonally adjusted basis, the ratios for July 
were slightly lower at 2.15 and 0.79 compared with 2.17 and 0.80 for June.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month wdll be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values, 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufecturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products, 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business ig being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

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TREND SUMMARY 


Manufacturing shipments in August rose 6.0 per cent to $3,073 million from 
$2,898 million in July, and 1.2 per cent after seasonal adjustment. New orders re- 
ceived by manufacturers for August were up 4.2 per cent from the previous month, 
while the backlog of orders at the end of the month recorded a fractional increase. 

On a seasonally adjusted basis, however, both new orders and unfilled orders in 
August were down 3.9 per cent and 1.2 per cent respectively from July. Manufacturers' 
Procks held at the end of August rose 1.2 peri cent from July and 0.2 per cent season- 
ally adjusted; increases in raw materials and goods in process were partly offset by 
a drop in finished products. 


At the total estimate of $24,463 million, manufacturing shipments from January 
to August were $514 million, or 2.1 per cent higher than the comparable estimate of 
last year. Non-durable goods industries as a whole accounted for a much larger por- 
tion of the gain during the period. More than two-thirds of the shipments increase 
in August was also attributed to non-durable goods. 


All major industry groups of non-durable goods reported advances in August 
shipments with the largest absolute gain of $30 million recorded in the paper and 
allied products industries. Shipments in the leather and the clothing industries, 
estimated at $38 million and $106 million respectively in August, showed substantial 
seasonal increases of 38.6 per cent and 27.7 per cent over July, but were lower than 
the August estimate of last year. Textile industries also reported a sizable increase 
br L5eaeper cent in August from July; chiefly the result of seasonal influence. In 
durable goods industries, increases in many industry groups, ranging from 3.4 per 
cent to 15.4 per cent, were partly offset by decreases in the machinery industries 
and the transportation equipment industries. Although transportation equipment manu-~ 
facturers' shipments in August were down 9.6 per cent to S273 Mileiten from .lu ly 3 
they were up 38.4 per cent from August a year earlier, reflecting mainly a less than 
seasonal drop in August shipments in the motor vehicle and the parts and accessories 
industries. 


The increase in manufacturers' new orders from $2,952 million in July to $3,077 
million in August occurred largely in non-durable goods industries where a rise of 
6.6 per cent was reported. New orders received by durable goods producers in August 
reached $1,314 million, 1.2 per cent above the preceding month but 4.8 per cent 
behind the estimate in August 1966. Durable goods industries also reported a small 
increase in backlog of orders to $3,377 million at the end of August which was also 
6.5 per cent higher than ‘the level of last year. 


Manufacturers' owned inventories were up again in August, rising 1.0 per cent 
to $6,741 million from $6,672 million with the increase evenly distributed between 
durable and non-durable goods industries. Seasonally adjusted, total inventory owned 
in August increased slightly by 0.3 per cent, continuing the upward trend started in 
March. 


The increase in durable goods inventory holdings in August was due primarily 
to a large seasonal build-up of goods in process inventory in the motor vehicle in- 
dustries, which was also reflected in the transportation equipment industry group. 
Substantial rises in the stocks of raw materials and finished goods of the food and 
beverage industries and the paper and allied products industries accounted for an 
overall increase in the stocks of non-durable goods manufacturers. 


In August, ratios of manufacturers’ owned inventories to shipments and finished 
products to shipments were down to 2.19 and 0.80 respectively from the seasonal high 
of 2.30 and 0.85 in July. Seasonally adjusted, the ratios for August showed only 
slight decreases at 2.15 and 0.79 from 2.17 and 0.80 of the month earlier.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and als 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns ere accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

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ESTIMATED VALUES OF SHIPMENTS, INVENTORY OWNED AND 
MILLIONS UNFILLED ORDERS IN ALL MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES items 
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TREND SUMMARY 


At the preliminary estimates of $3,253 million and $3,181 million, manufactur- 
ers' shipments and new orders in September advanced more than seasonally from the 
revised August estimates of $3,088 million and $3,069 million respectively. With a 
seasonally adjusted increase of 0.6 per cent the value of shipments was higher than 
that of the previous month for the fourth consecutive month, Manufacturers' new 
orders booked during September, seasonally adjusted, were 2.8 per cent above the 
estimate for August but unfilled orders, dropping $72 million to $3,756 million dur- 
ing the month were fractionally lower after adjustment for seasonal influences. To- 
tal manufacturing inventory holdings in September dropped to $7,105 million from the 
new high level of $7,157 million in August, with all components showing decreases and 
with half of the decline occurring in inventory held but not owned, Seasonally ad- 
justed, the estimate of stocks owned by manufacturers at the end of September was 
off 0.6 per cent from the previous month after rising steadily for the previous six 
months. 


More than nine-tenths of the 5.3 per cent increase in manufacturing shipments 
in September originated in durable goods industries (11.6 per cent). Substantial 
advances, mainly reflecting the usual seasonal pattern, were recorded in the trans- 
portation equipment industries (39.9 per cent) and the electrical products industries 
(19.2 per cent). At the estimate of $104 million, machinery manufacturers also re- 
ported a sizable rise of 10.6 per cent from August but still 7.7 per cent lower than 
in September 1966. Within non-durable goods manufacturing, which rose only 0.7 per 
cent from August to September, changes among the major industry groups were rather 
offsetting. Relatively more noticeable increases were shown in rubber, chemical and 
chemical products, and miscellaneous industries, and decreases recorded in the to- 
bacco products and clothing industries. 


Total manufacturing shipments from January to the end of September this year 
reached $27,731 million, 2.2 per cent ahead of the $27,143 million estimate of last 
year. For the same nine-month period, the largest gain in shipments was in the to- 
bacco products (20.7 per cent) and transportation equipment (10.6 per cent) industry 
groups, while the more prominent declines appeared in the clothing industries (-10.4 
per cent) and the non-metallic mineral products industries (-10.1 per cent). 


New orders received by durable goods manufacturers amounted to $1,383 million 
in September, 6.2 per cent higher than the estimate for August and 2.0 per cent 
above September a year earlier. Unfilled orders in the durable goods industries for 
September receded 1.9 per cent to $3,290 million from $3,355 million in the previous 
month. This decrease in the backlogs of durable goods, accounting for about 90 per 
cent of the total manufacturing backlogs decline in the month, was attributable 
largely to the substantial falls in the primary metal and the transportation equip- 
ment industries. 


More than three quarter of the 0.7 per cent decrease in total manufacturing 
inventories held in September occurred in the durable goods industries which report- 
ed a decline of 1.2 per cent with decreases showing in all the three inventory com- 
ponents. The drop in their goods in process inventory, however, reflected almost 
entirely the fall in stocks held but not owned, In the non-durable goods manufac- 
turing, a drop in raw materials slightly outweighed increases in goods in process 
and finished products, 


Except for the foods and beverages, the paper and allied products, the primary 
metal, and the transportation equipment industries, all major industry groups re~ 
ported decreases in owned stocks from August to September, Tobacco products manu-~ 
facturers reported the largest relative decline of 4.1 per cent to 195 million but 
this was, nonetheless, 22.5 per cent above the level at the same time last year. 


In terms of contribution, other substantial decreases in the metal fabricating and 
electrical products industries were offset by increases in the foods and beverages 
and the transportation equipment industries. 


Ratios of manufacturers’ owned inventories to shipments and finished products 
to shipments declined to 2.06 and 0.75 in September from 2.18 and 0.80 respectively 
in August. Seasonally adjusted ratios at 2,11 and 0.77 were also slightly down 
from those of the previous month,

The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available, Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers’ inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers’ investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

The value of Unfilled Orders and, therefore, of New Orders for 
industries in major groups - l, 2, 6, 8, 9, 10, 17, 18 and 19 is small

The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned.

TREND SUMMARY 


The value of manufacturers! shipments in October at $3,268 million was slightly 
higher than the estimate of $3,259 million for September, while new orders received 
during October increased substantially from $3,150 million to SO. 207 ait LE Pon. “Low- 
ever, after allowances were made for trading-day and seasonal influences, October 
shipments dropped 3.0 per cent after rising steadily during the preceding four 
months; the value of new orders seasonally adjusted was also down slightly by Osa 
per cent. The backlog of unfilled orders at the.end of October rose 0.5 per. cent 
to $3,737 million from the end of September, and also rose 143 pets cent: tons, 608 
million after seasonal adjustment. Total manufacturing inventory holdings reached 
$7,131 million at the end of October, marginally up from $7,125 million of the previ- 
ous month. Seasonally adjusted total inventory holdings were 0.1 per cent down; an 
increase in raw materials was slightly more than offset by decreases in goods in 
process and finished products. 


At the cumulative estimate of $31,006 million, manufacturing shipments from 
January to October remained at 2.2 per cent higher than in the same period of last 
year. The cumulative shipments for both durable and non-durable manufacturing groups 
in the first ten months showed 0.9 per cent and 3.2 per cent respectively above the 
corresponding estimates of last year. The small increase in October shipments, before 
adjustment for trading-day and seasonal factors, was rather evenly reflected in dura- 
ble and non-durable goods categories. 


In October, relatively more significant increases in shipments were reported 
in the rubber industries (5.9 per cent) and the petroleum and coal products indus - 
tries (6.3 per cent). In terms of contribution, other marked gains were also recorded 
in the transportation equipment (3.6 per cent) and the primary metal (4.8 per cent) 
industries. These rises in October were, to a great extent, offset by decreases in 
many other industry groups, especially in the electrical products (-6.2 per cent) 
and the clothing (-9.7 per cent) industries. 


New orders received by durable goods manufacturers in October VosesD Baper cent 
to $1,481 million from $1,355 million in the previous month, and 4.7 per cent from 
$1,415 million in October 1966. Unfilled orders of durable goods in October edged 

up 0.7 per cent from September. The most substantial actual value increases in new 
orders and unfilled orders for the month occurred in the shipbuilding and the rail- 
road rolling stock industries within the transportation equipment group of industries. 


Manufacturers' owned inventories in October were fractionally higher than those 
of the previous month, but fell 0.3 per cent after seasonal adjustment. Owned stocks 
of durable goods were down 0.5 per cent in October with decreases occurring mainly 
in finished products and raw materials. Non-durable goods industries on the other 
hand, reported a small rise of 0.6 per cent in owned stocks with the largest increase 
in raw materials. 


Based on the preliminary estimate, without seasonal adjustment, fourteen major 
industry groups recorded decreases in owned inventories in October with relatively 
more noticeable drops showing in the tobacco (“4,2 perucent) vand thesleathers (-3<2 
per cent) industries. These decreases, however, were slightly over balanced by the 
substantial increases in the foods and beverages (2.3 per cent), the paper and allied 

products (4.1 per cent) and the primary metal (2.2 per cent) industry groups. 


The ratio of manufacturers' owned inventories to shipments in October stayed 
at 2.06 as in the previous month, while that of finished products to shipments 
dropped slightly from 0.76 to 0.75. Based on seasonally adjusted data, these ratios 
for October were up to 2.17 and 0.80 from 2.11 and 0.78 respectively in September.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record, 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers’ investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

TREND SUMMARY 


The preliminary estimate of manufacturers' shipments in November reached 
$3,306 million, an increase of $22 million over the revised estimate for October. 
After adjustment for trading-day and seasonal influences, November shipments showed 
a rise of 1.5 per cent from $3,122 million to $3,170 million. The value of new orders 
booked during November which fell $30 million from October to $3,278 million was 
less than the value of shipments for the month. Consequently, the backlog of orders 
in November also dropped $28 million to the preliminary estimate of So), (Lana Lion. 
Seasonally adjusted, both estimates of new orders and unfilled orders in November _ 
were slightly down from the previous month. Manufacturers' November owned inven- 
tories edged up slightly by 0.2 per cent, or 0.5 per cent seasonally adjusted, 
following decreases in the past two months. Inventory holdings of goods is process 
and finished products in November, seasonally adjusted, rose over one per cent while 
raw materials fell fractionally. 


Total manufacturing shipments for the January-November period in 1967 amounted 
to $34,328 million, 2.1 per cent higher than the corresponding period a year earlier, 
with about 78 per cent of the rise occurring in the non-durable goods industries. 
This increase in manufacturing shipments was rather low compared with the 9.8 per 
cent and 8.5 per cent recorded in the same period of 1966 and 1965 respectively. 


November shipments of non-durable goods showed a decline of $41 million from 
October, attributable mainly to the decreases in the foods and beverages, the chemi- 
cal and chemical products, and the rubber industries. Durable goods manufacturers 
on the other hand, reported a total gain of $63 million, or 4.3 per cent in shipments, 
to a new record in 1967 of $1,525 million; decreases in many industry groups were 
more than offset by the substantial increases in the transportation equipment indus- 
tries ($71 million) and the primary metal industries ($14 million). In the transpor- 
tation equipment industries, the significant increase in shipments from October to 
November was caused chiefly by the motor vehicle and the parts and accessories 
industries which reported large seasonal rises. Manufacturers of copper and alloy 
rolling, casting and extruding products also showed a substantial $8 million or 39.2 
per cent increase in November shipments, and was the main reason for a 5.4 per cent 
gain in the primary metals industry group. 

New orders received by durable goods industries in November were up just 0.8 
per cent from the month before; this small increase was outweighed by a substantial 
drop in the non-durable goods industries. Outstanding orders of durable goods were 
off 0.7 per cent to $3,264 million at the end of November, representing 2.14 times 
the value of shipments for the month. 


November inventories owned by durable goods producers remained at about the 
October level. Inventory changes among the several industry groups largely offset 
each other in November. Owned stocks in non-durable goods industries, however, 
showed a small rise of 0.3 per cent; more prominent accumulations were recorded in 
the tobacco industries and the miscellaneous manufacturing industries. 


Manufacturer - owned inventories were equal to 2.03 times, or after seasonal 
adjustment, 2.13 times the value of shipments for the month. The comparable ratios 
_ for October were 2.04 and 2.16. The ratio of finished products inventory to shipments 
remained at 0.74, unchanged from October; the ratio based on the seasonally adjusted 
estimates was 0.78, compared with 0.79 in the previous month.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers’ shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This ig done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates wntil the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced. Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers’ inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers’ investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers’ investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products, 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of wfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

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TREND SUMMARY 


With the December total at $3,156 million, the preliminary estimate of the 
value of Canadian manufacturers' shipments for 1967 was $37,484 million, up 2.1 per 
cent from the 1966 total. Similar estimates for a year earlier showed there had 
been 9.2 per cent increase in this value from 1965 to 1966. 


The preliminary 1967 totals revealed relatively large increases in shipments 
of 19.1 per cent in the tobacco industries, 10.4 per cent in the transportation 
equipment industries and 7.2 per cent in the miscellaneous manufacturing group. On 
the other hand, the year-end total was 8.6 per cent lower in the clothing industries, 
8.1 per cent down in the non-metallic industries and 5.7 per icente lower sim thewie tau 
fabricating industry group. 


December shipments were lower than in November, but after adjustment for trad- 
ding day and seasonal variation, the figure indicated an increase Pret hee mone heeoiwe2 ao 
per cent. The dollar value of new orders showed a less-than seasonal $96 million 
drop from November to December and, after seasonal and trading day adjustment, was 
estimated to be 6.1 per cent higher than the prevous month. Unfilled orders, sea- 
sonally adjusted, were 1.8 per cent up by the year end from their November level. 


End-of-December total inventory owned and inventory held by manufacturers rose 
very slightly to the preliminary estimates of $6,739 million and $7,120 million 
respectively; a seasonal increase in raw materials was largely offset by decreases 
in goods in process and finished products. On the other hand, seasonally adjusted 
total inventory holdings in December were down 1.3 per cent from the level of the 
previous month with decreases showing in all three components; a large decrease in 
goods in process was caused mainly by a drop in inventory held but not owned. 


The ratios of total inventory owned to shipments and finished products to ship- 
ments were seasonally high at 2.14 and 0.77 respectively in December compared with 
2.03 and 0.74 in November. However, based on seasonally adjusted estimates, the 
December ratios were 2.07 and 0.76, down from 2.13 and 0.78 in the previous month. 


Shipments of durable goods in December showed a decrease of $60 million, to 
bring the total shipments for the year to $16,857 million, -L.0-pex cent higher?) than 
in 1966. Six out of eight of the durable goods industry groups showed declines, 
mainly seasonal, with more significant decreases occurring in the wood and the non- 
metallic minerals products industries. Most non-durable goods industry groups con- 
tributed to an over-all seasonal drop of $91 million in December. However, the pe- 
troleum and coal products industries and the tobacco industries recorded marked sea- 
Sona. vrrses. 


The decrease in the December estimate of new orders, without seasonal adjust- 
ment, was largely in non-durable manufactured products which showed a drop of ino ee G 
cent from November. Unfilled orders of durable goods, estimated tat-1$3,, 205%miliaon 
in December were down $21 million from November and were $45 million below the level 
of December 1966. 


Owned inventories of both durable and non-durable goods manufacturers, without 
seasonal adjustment, rose slightly by 0.2 per cent in December with the rise reflec- 
ted only in raw materials. Most major industry groups indicated small to moderate 
increases and these were largely offset by decreases in other industry groups, mainly 
reflecting seasonal changes.

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CONCEPTS AND SOURCES 


The monthly bulletin of manufacturers' shipments, inventories and orders publishes values of 
monthly shipments and inventories and unfilled orders on the books at the end of the month estimated 
on the basis of the latest census of manufactures by monthly returns from representative establishments 
in each industry. The December 1966 bulletin is the first issue in which the census base of 1964 is 
used. Values for 1962, 1963 and 1964 are derived directly from each annual census; values for 1965 
and 1966 are projected from the 1964 census. The aggregate monthly shipments for each year which is 
based directly on a census should equal published census values. The year end inventory values 
published here are for December and thus will differ from the year end census values to the extent 
which establishments have reported to the census on a fiscal year ending at a date other than December 
31. Unfilled orders on books are published for industries where orders are part of the accounting 
record. 


The monthly survey covers approximately 6,500 establishments. The survey accepts combinations 
of establishments within companies on a monthly basis to accommodate monthly accounting records and also 
accepts estimates of inventories and orders values if actual records are not available. Many establish- 
ments in several industries take inventory only annually and keep no record of orders as orders. The 
number of firms reporting actual inventory values is approximately two-thirds of the total reporting 
shipments; approximately one third report unfilled orders. 


The monthly sample of establishments in the survey is revised annually in accordance with the 
census base and the list is kept constant between revisions. The identity of an establishment is also 
retained between revisions. This is done because, simply stated, the estimates are calculated by 
multiplying the sum of monthly reported values for each industry in each province by the ratio of the 
establishments in the sample to the census total for the same unit. Separate ratios are calculated 
for shipments, inventories and unfilled orders. If a report is not received in time for the monthly 
compilation an estimated value is written in. Since each month is published first as a preliminary 
value monthly returns are accepted up to the time the machine compilation is begun and late returns 
for the month will be used one month later in the revised estimate. Returns received after beginning 
the compilation for the next month (i.e. January returns received after the February compilation is 
begun) are not used in the estimates until the following annual revision. 


Thus changes in the monthly series will arise from changes in the identity of establishments 
between censuses, and from the substitution of reported for estimated values. 


The inventory values published are shown both for total inventory owned and total inventory 
held by an establishment. The difference between these values is the amount of inventory financed by 
progress payments as the work proceeds on goods being produced, Since some goods manufactured are 
held as in-progress inventory for a considerable time the book value of manufacturers' inventory may 
build up and, to the extent that this has been covered by the payment received, is higher than the 
manufacturers' investment in inventory. Both the amount of the manufacturers! investment in inven- 
tories and the amount of inventory held by manufacturers is of economic interest. It is also 
interesting to distinguish between inventory held by the degree of fabrication which has taken place. 
Consequently firms are asked to report their stocks by level of fabrication: raw materials and com- 
ponents; work in progress and finished products. 


Unfilled orders cover orders received but not yet shipped, or treated as a sale, irrespective 
of work done on them or stocks from which they can be filled. Establishments in many industries do 
not maintain order books but fill orders as they are received from stocks. Most establishments which 
do maintain order books strike a value of unfilled orders on their books at the end of each accounting 
period. New orders received, although an estimate of considerable interest to economists as an 
indication of the rate at which new business is being received, is not often available from accounting 
records. Consequently the estimate for new orders published here is derived by industry, by province 
from the relationship between unfilled orders and shipments. 


The definitions, classifications and groupings are taken from the census of manufactures.

The value of inventory held but not owned in this group is very small, 
and sample coverage is not adequate to provide separate data. Esti- 
mates for this type of inventory are included with Total Inventory 
Held; for all practical purposes this can be considered the equivalent 
of Inventory Owned. 


Ratios for this group were calculated using values of Total Inventory 
Held instead of values of Total Inventory Owned. See footnote (2), 
table 3. 
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
